ing raft. The raft would then be low 
ered into the water and poled acros 
the river to the American side i 
plain sight of customs officials.'Th 


bottles, of course, were completely 
hidden from sight. 


The raft would be left at anchor',4" 


day and at night the smugglers would 
pull .it ashord, remove the bottles and 
take them inland. Custims officers 
eventually began searching every raft 
that crossed the river, so the smug- 
glers decided this plan was no good 
and now it is rarely used.
